About a year and a half ago you were kind enough to photograph 
certain Fugio Gents for me.

Lear Mr. Newman : 

May I start by thanking you for your exceedingly 
generous offer to submit many of your Colonials for examination. 
However, Ford and I have decided that the proper method is to go 
at a very slow pace and attach a feeling of totality to one coin 
at a time. We chose the Clinton Cent arbitrarily and that coin 
itself will take time to ’’chew all the wrinkles out of” . Inasmuch 
as my duties at the Museum are manifold and Mr. Ford has his private 
business committments, we cannot devote eight hours a day to one 
series; the important thing is to be precise and accurate. 

Our future plans call for straightening all the 
loose ends in Colonials , i . e . , examination of all series that were 
not worked over by Crosby and the other standard authorities such 
as Maris for New Jersey, yourself on Fugios, etc. etc. Another 
project in the near future will be a complete photographic record 
of Hard Times Tokens — comprising the collections of the A.N.S., 
yourself, Fred Boyd, and others who may have unique pieces. As you 
know, Adams’ plates are unobtainable and Raymond's 1942 catalogue 
Is unsatisfactory because of half-tones. In addition, my particular 
aim is to include other store cards and politicals that Low excluded, 
by virtue of proof of thier being struck during the Hard Times per- 
iod. ^ 


At the risk of being accused of overextension of 
lines, may I state that all this will not be accomplished overnight. 
Our primary aim is to revive the glorious tradition of nineteenth 
century collectors; those men who had imagination beyond dates and 
mintmarks and whose approach to Americana went beyond mere flag-

waving on Independence Day. These giants never faltered when 
it came to Colonials, tokens, store cards, and medals. I am 
certain, Mr .Newman, that you share our visions for a return 
to real and basic American numismatics. 

Again may I thank you for your of er and the only 
thing I reouire now is your Clinton Cent plus any Clinton 
electros and casts. As for Bolen’s copies, we have them in 
copper, brass, and a silver one struck over a U.S. quarter. 
Another struck copy in copper, in my own possession, is de- 
cidedly not Bolen's and it is much cruder.
